The attacks, near the Cambo­ 
dian border 290 miles north of 
Saigon, were the first reported 
in weeks in which North Viet­ 
namese regulars were engaged. 
The last attacks by North Viet­

weeks ago against U. S. Marin­ 
es south of the demilitarized 
zone dividing the two V i e t 
Nams. 
In the fresh fighting, North 
Vietnamese guns downed three 
U.S. helicopters, one of them a 
medical evacuation craft that 
had just picked up American 
wounded. 
The troops of the 4th Dtvision 
came to Viet Nam in August 
and September from Ft. Lewis, 
Wash. 
The division has one bngadc 
based at the ammunition dump 
near Saigon that blew up after a 
Viet Cong stuck Friday night 
with grenades, automatic weap­ 
ons and mortar fire. One mortar 
round hit an ammunition stor­ 
age pad, a U.S. spokesman said 
The remainder of the 4th Divi­ 
sion set up a base camp near 
Pleiku in the central highlands. 
The

Vietnamese 
launched five atUcks against 
these division units in the high­ 
lands Friday night and today. 
A U.S. spokesman described 
the infantrymen’s casualties as 
moderate, indicating they were 
hit severely. Allied officials do 
not specify their own battle 


casualties in numbers for rea­ 
sons of security. 
Three companies — or about 
600 men — of the 4th were hit in 
the waves of atUcks 6 to 15 
miles west and northwest of 
Plei Djercng Special 
Forces 
camp. 
Guam-based U.S. B52 bomb­ 
ers flew to the support of the 4th 
Division 
infantrymen 
today, 
unloading tons of high explo­ 
sives on North Vietnamese base 
camps and sUging areas six 
miles from the battle scene. The 
raid hammered at enemy posi­ 
tions 37 miles southwest of Kon- 
turn City. 
The U.S. military command 
announced that American plane 
losses for the war over North 
Viet Nam had reached 413 and 
those over South Viet Nam 
stood at 131. 
The U. S. military command 
said the thunderous explosion in 
a U.S. Army ammunition depot 
13 miles northeast of Saigon 
Friday night was preceded by a 
Viet Cong attack with grenades, 
automatic weapons and mortar 
fire. Two U. S. soldiers were 
killed. Between five and 10 oth­ 
ers were wounded. 
U.S. headquarters also report­ 
ed that an Army CV2 Caribou 
troop transport plane crashed 
Friday while on a flight from 
Qui Nhon to An Khe in the cen­ 
tral highlands. A spokesman 
said 20 U.S. service personnel 
were injured, one was killed and 
one was missing. 
The injured were reported to 
include two Army nurses. The 
two-engine transport crashed in 
rainy weather into a mountain 
10 miles east of An Khe. The 
cause of the crash was not dis­ 
closed.

The attacks, near the Cambo­ 
dian border 230 miles north of 
Saigon, were the first reported 
in weeks in which North Viet­ 
namese regulars were engaged.

es south of the demilitarized 
zone dividing the two V i e t 
Nams. 
In the fresh fighting, North 
Vietnamese guns downed three 
U.S. helicopters, one of thwn a 
medical evacuation craft that 
had just picked up American 
wounded 
The troops of the 4th Division 
came to Viet Nam in August 
and September from FL Lewis, 
Wash. 
The division bas one brigade 
based at the ammunition dump 
near Saigon that blew up after a 
Viet Cong attack Friday night 
with grenades, automatic weap­ 
ons and mortar fire. One mortar 
round hit an ammunition stor­ 
age pad, a U.S. spokesman said 
The remainder of the 4th Divi­ 
sion set up a base camp near 
Plelku in the central highlands. 
The

launched five attacks against 
these division units in the high­ 
lands Friday night and today. 
A U.S. spokesman described 
the infantrymen's casualties as 
moderate, indicating they were 
hit severely. Allied officials do

U.S. headquarters also report­ 
ed that an Army CV2 Caribou 
troop transport plane crashed 
Friday while on a flight from 
Qui Nhon to An Khe in the cen­ 
tral highlands.

The 
two-engine transport crashed in 
rainy weather into a mountain 
IO miles east of An Khe.

of oxygen, has received a $413,- 
640 judgment in a malpractice 
suit against two physicians. 
Edabeth Katz, 29, was award­ 
ed $330,000 Friday by a Suffolk 
County jury. Her husband, Dr. 
J. Harris Katz, a blood expert 
and professor at Tufts Universi­ 
ty, was awarded $53,000 for 
medical expenses. The verdict 
also included $30,640 in interest. 
Testimony was that Mrs. Katz 
was in the care of Dr. Louis Al­ 
bert of Brookline, an obstetrici­ 
an, and Dr. WiUiam S. Easton 
of Newton, an anesthesiologist, 
on Nov. 21, 1964, for delivry of 
a child when oxygen was cut off 
from her brain.

electric 
project is designed to meet in­ 
terests of the individual mem­ 
ber. Projects are assigned a 
point 
value based 
upon

amount of work and material 
required to complete an item. 
A minimum of 30 points must 
be accummulated from project 


work to complete third year re­ 
quirements. Members may take 
additional years of advanced 
electricity which require a max­ 
imum of 40 points. Those who 
repeat the advanced project 
may develop their programs 
into basic electronics.

This 
“ tool" creates suction which 
sucks the suds through the fab­ 
ric to loosen and remove soil. 
It also eliminates much lifting 
and handling of spreads which 
become quite heavy when wet. 
Unless you depend on the dry­ 
er to fluff chenille, terrycloth,

could beat Benjamin Franklin 
at anything. 
But as an almanac salesman.

But since 1934, Geiger h a s 
sold 50 million almanacs, more 
than any other man in history. 
He is making a small fortune 
out of nostalgia.

nack because they feel it gives 
them a true glimpse of die old 
days.”

A lm anac/ which is distributed 
free to customers by banks, in- i 


surance companies and other 
firms. When he took it over in 
1933, it was selling only about 
100.000 copies. 
He is also printing 800,000

American 
F arm 
and 
Home 
Almanac,” 
which 
he 
founded only a year ago and is 
sold cm newsstands. 
Geiger, tall, blond and affa­ 
ble, heads a SS-millioo-a-year 
advertising specialties firm in 
Lewiston, Maine.

The almanacs represent only 
a small fraction of his business, 
but give him the most fun.
